of  the  Board  of  Management  of 

THE  SOUTH  LONDON  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN 

AND  CHILDREN 

for  the  year  1941. 


The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the 
Governors  and  Subscribers  their  report  for  the  year  1941. 

ROYAL  INTEREST. 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  has  again  graciously  shown  her  inter¬ 
est  in  this  hospital  by  a  subscription  of  £10  and  by  gifts  of  spring- 
flowers  from  the  Royal  Gardens  at  Windsor. 

THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  has  been  actively  carried  on  through¬ 
out  the  past  difficult  year. 

During  the  latter  half,  owing  to  the  growing  waiting  list  and 
the  lull  in  aerial  activity,  a  number  of  beds,  previously  reserved 
for  casualties,  were  used  for  civilian  patients,  of  wffiich  1,455 
were  admitted  during  the  year.  In  addition  134  air  raid  casual¬ 
ties  and  225  Service  men  received  treatment  in  the  wards,  making 
a  total  of  1,814. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  work  of  the  out¬ 
patient  department,  10,334  new  patients  attended,  compared 
with  8,314  in  1940,  and  attendances  increased  from  37,110  to 
43,958. 


Throughout  the  year  the  Board  have  been  endeavouring  to 
find  a  suitable  house  for  use  as  a  country  annexe,  the  need  for 
which  is  great  not  only  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  beds  at 
Clapham,  but  also  because  of  the  lack,  since  the  war,  of  convalesc¬ 
ent  accommodation  for  civilian  sick. 

In  December,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Fleuret  generously 
offered  the  loan  of  their  house  at  Chislehurst  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  and  this  offer  the  Board  have  gratefully  accepted  and  it 
is  hoped  to  open  the  home  for  35  patients  in  the  Spring.

FINANCE. 

The  audited  accounts  and  statistical  tables  will  be  found  on 
pages  11  to  18. 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  exceeded  ordinary  income 
by  £4,499,  but  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  King 
Edward's  Hospital  Fund  part  of  a  free  legacy  of  £5,535  received 
from  the  Estate  of  the  late  Sir  George  Beilby  has  been  appro¬ 
priated  to  balance  this  deficit. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  expenditure  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  largely  due  to  heavily  rising  prices  of 
provisions’,  drugs  and  dressings,  increases  in  nursing  and  domestic 
staff  salaries  and  essential  renewals  and  repairs  of  the  Boiler 
House  plant . 

A  grant  of  £1,500  from  King  Edward's  Hospital  Fund,  gifts 
of  £300  from  the  Metropolitan  Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  £241  from 
Alexandra  Day  Committee,  £150  from  Smith’s  (Kensington 
Estate)  Charity.  £125  from  the  Bernhard  Baron  Charitable 
Trust,  £70  from  the  Patients’  League  and  £50  from  the  Balham 
and  District  War  Effort  Depot  are  gratefully  acknowledged . 


NEW  NURSES'  HOME. 

On  the  night  of  March  15th  the  home  sustained  a  direct  hit 
and,  although  severely  damaged,  it  was  fortunately  unoccupied  . 
The  hospital  itself,  apart  from  a  few  broken  windows,  has  not 
suffered . 


HONORARY  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  Board  again  tender  grateful  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  for  their  services  throughout  the  year. 

Miss  Jocelyn  Moore,  M .B . ,  B  .S . ,  F .R .C  .S . ,  was  given  leave 
of  absence  for  the  duration  of  the  war  on  joining  the  R  .A  .M  .C . 
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NURSING  STAFF. 

The  war  has  meant  many  changes  in  the  normal  routine  of 
the  hospital  and  a  heavy  additional  strain  has  been  thrown  upon 
the  Matron,  Miss  Evennett,  and  her  administrative  staff,  whose 
services  are  sincerely  appreciated. 

State  examination  successes  obtained  by  the  nurses  in  train¬ 
ing  were  95%,  which  reflects  great  credit  on  Miss  Barnard, 
Assistant  Matron  and  Sister  Tutor. 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  activities  of  this  energetic  Com¬ 
mittee  have  been  suspended  during  the  war  and  a  final  contribu¬ 
tion  of  £575  was  handed  to  the  hospital  this  year. 

The  total  raised  since  the  Committee’ s  formation  in  1984 
amounts  to  £10,888  and  the  Board  cannot  sufficiently  express 
their  gratitude  to  Miss  Boyd,  Hon .  Organiser,  and  to  the  members 
of  the  Committee  for  this  magnificent  help. 

It  is  greatly  hoped  that  when  peace  comes  the  Committee 
will  resume  their  valuable  work  for  this  hospital. 

The  Thrift  Shop  at  51,  Elizabeth  Street,  S.W.l,  is  still 
open  and  contributed  £100  during  1941 .  Gifts  of  second-hand 
clothing,  bric-a-brac,  toys,  etc.,  are  urgently  needed  and  should 
be  marked  “For  the  South  London  Hospital  for  Women.” 

STREATHAM  BED  COMMITTEE. 

The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  the  members  ©f 
this  Committee  which,  under  increasingly  difficult  conditions, 
raised  £528  during  the  year . 

Special  thanks  must  be  accorded  to  Mrs.  Glover,  Hon. 
Organiser,  who  continues  her  work  unabated  for  this  hospital, 
despite  her  heavy  war-time  commitments. 

LINEN  GUILD. 

It  is  with  particular  pleasure  that  the  Board  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Guild  and  the  Working  Party , 
which  has  again  saved  the  hospital  considerable  expenditure  on 
linen,  having  bought  all  the  ward  replacements  during  the  year. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  especially  tendered  to  Mrs. 
Doland,  President,  and  Mrs.  Boyle,  Hon.  Organiser,  whose 
enthusiasm  and  energy  could  hardly  be  surpassed . 

ANNUAL  GARDEN  FETE. 

The  Garden  Fete  Committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  C.  Court  ice,  refused  to  be  daunted  by  the  many  war- time 
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difficulties  and  the  Fete  was  held  on  Saturday,  June  7th,  and, 
despite  heavy  rain,  realised,  including  purses  received  by  Lady 
Ironside,  £1,263. 

The  Board  welcome  this  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
thanks  to  the  many  helpers  whose  work  made  this  wonderful 
result  possible. 

Miss  Valerie  Hobson  opened  the  Fete  with  a  delightful  speech 
and  later  gave  great  pleasure  by  visiting  the  wards  and  talking  to 
the  patients, — many  of  them  air-raid  casualties. 

Grateful  thanks  are  offered  to  Miss  Hobson  for  her  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  hospital,  of  which  she  gave  further  proof  by 
devoting  much  time  to  the  Ball  at  the  Compleat  Angler  Hotel 
which  she  also  attended. 

BALL  AT  COMPLEAT  ANGLER  HOTEL. 

On  Saturday,  July  26th,  a  Ball  was  held  at  the  Compleat 
Angler,  Marlow  ,  by  kind  permission  of  Mr.  H.  Bally. 

Mr.  John  Steel  worked  indefatigably  and  his  efforts  were 
rewarded,  as  the  Ball  was  a  great  success  and  the  hospital  bene¬ 
fited  to  the  extent  of  £218.
